Just as the self-employed have to pay all of 
their Social Security and Medicare taxes 
themselves—both the “employer” and 
“employee” parts—they're stuck with their 
‘own health care costs, too.

Visiting Nurses warn of dangers of hypothermia 


WALTHAM - During the winter 
months, some people forget that 
the cold can be just as hazardous as 
the ice and snow. A drop in tem- 
perature outside can lead to a drop 
in temperature inside the body pos- 
sibly resulting in hypothermia. 

“Hypothermia is characterized 
by unusually low body tempera- 
tures - specifically temperatures 
below 96°F - and is caused by stay- 
ing in a cool place for a long time,” 
said Sandy Carlson, RN, clinical 
education specialist for VNA Care 
Neyer. formerly VNA North 

re. This nonprofit agency brings 
healthcare into the homes of resi- 
dents of the North Shore, Cape Ann, 
Merrimack Valley and other east- 
ern Massachusetts communities. “ 
Hypothermia is especially a con- 
cern for seniors who often have 
problems with regulating body ter-" 
peratures due to age, illness or 
medications.” 

Some illnesses that may effect a 
person's response to. the cold in- 
clude: 


"Slow thyroid and other disor- 
ders of the body’s hormone system 


“Stroke or disorders that cause 
paralysis and reduce awareness 

*Severe arthritis 

“Parkinson's disease 

*Any condition that curbs the 
normal flow of blood 

*Memory disorders 

According to VNA Care Network 
health care professionals, a person 
with hypothermia may experience 
a body temperature below 96°F, a 
change in skin color, confusion or 
sleepiness, sluggish or slurred 
speech, a weak pulse, low blood 
pressure, excess shivering, stiff- 
ness in the arms and legs, and poor 
control over body movements or 
slow reactions. If these symptoms 
occur, keep the person as warm 
and dry as possible and immedi- 
ately seek medical attention from a

hours which would extend into 
and beyond the current lights at 
the Route 62 junction.

Decade in Review profile 


Cassidy Wood gave 23 years and 223 wins

When she became the head coach 
at Wilmington High in 1970 at a 
young age of 23 years old, Jan 
Cassidy Wood would have a rude 
awakening as head coach of the 
field hockey team which didn’t win 
a single game 

The ret year? The team was 
undefeated. The 21 years thereaf- 
ter? She would compile over 200 
victories, leaving Wilmington High 
after the 1y93 season, with an amaz- 
ing record of 23-43-62, which in- 
po eral} rated taker ayia pea 
ances, 10 MVC Championships and 
sending one player to the Olym- 
pics, not to mention being regarded 
as arguably the best female coach 
ever at WHS, and one of the better 


gone to the state tournament in the 
two seasons, while making it 
twice since she left. It’s safe to 
hasn’t been 


for the kids no 
matter if we won or lost.” 


With a record of 223-38-52 over 
her final 22 séasons which included 
a 14-02 mark in 1988 which was the 
last time a team has gone unde- 
feated, and a 12-2-2 mark in her 
final season in 1993, Cassidy Wood 
guided more than field hockey sticks 
in the right direction. The field 
hockey team’s dominance during 
her regime was one of the reasons 
why it took so long for Wilmington 
to move into the Cape Ann League. 
But what made Cassidy Wood so 
good and so different was her integ- 
rity, her passion, and the classy 
way she went about being a coach, 
a teacher, a friend, and an adult. 

She left after the 1993 season in 
what became a span of several 
terrific coaches igs to other 
teams or hanging up the clipboard 
for good as her assistant for 21 
years and long time friend Jan 
Urquhart took over for a one year 
stay. 

“She’s the best assistant anyone 
could have,” she said. “We both 
have such different personalities, 
different styles, different tempera- 
ments. But we worked really well 
together and fortunately we're still 
good friends.” 

During the first few years of this 
decade, many coaches vacated the 
scene at Wilmington besides 
Cassidy Wood. After the 1991 sea- 
son, ice hockey coach Bill Cullen

Then came the 1992 season when 
all things changed for him, as a 
football coach, as a teacher and as 
aperson. But prior to that year he 
had coached many terrific players 
including Dean Anthanasia — who 
went on to Yale and held receiving 
records as a tight end -, Eddie 


left to go to Andover. After the 1992 
season, football coach Ed Harrison 
resigned after the dreadful hazing 
incident. After the 1993 season it 
was Cassidy Wood’s turn, only to 
see Frank Kelley, the 40 plus coach 
in track and cross country, do the 
same the following year. A year 
after that Mike Nee and his 100 plus 
victories left the wrestling program, 
while Sue Rowe did the same leav- 
ing the girls basketball job. 

Some of those coaches had bet- 
ter offers in what they perceived as

and some just left. Cassidy Wood 
didn’t want to go into her reasons 
for leaving, except the timing of the 
hazing incident was one of the rea- 
sons. 

“You always have regrets but 
you have to do what you have to 
do,” she said. “I would think that if

here, but at that time it was time to 
leave.

While I continued to cover that 
soccer team I also photographed 
other sports, namely Tewksbury 
football. The first football game I

(That 
move has had a positive impact 


boys’ sports at WHS, notably foot- 
ball and ice hockey, at the expense, 
I believe, of girls’ sports, particu- 
larly soccer and field hockey ). 

Through this period I worked as 
the Wilmington news reporter and 
photographer for the’ paper, with 
sports coverage a pleasant diver- 
sion. There was no pleasanter di- 
version than covering the 1995 
Tewksbury Redmen football sea- 
son. 

That team, coached by the 
freshly returned Bob Aylward, was 
apure joy towatch. The '95season, 
which took the Redmen through 10 
straight wins and thena Super Bowl 
loss, offered pure excitement. 
Tewksbury had to earn every dis- 
tinction they got that year on the 
field and before they were through 
the Boston Globe pegged ther: as 
No. 1 in the state and the USA 
Today put them in their Top 25. 

Ihave yet to see a more exciting 
duo than quarterback Mike Torode 
and running back Ben Christopher. 
That team also boasted an explo- 
sive sophomore inDavidShunamon 
anda talented junior in Tim Lavoie. 
These were glory days for 
Tewksbury football and I had the 
pleasure of watching every play of 
every game. 

The '96 team would win the Divi- 
sion 2 Super Bowl but for me the 
biggest highlight for the program 
came at Doucette Field a year ear- 
lier when the upstart Redmen 
nipped Chelmsford 28-27.

Last year, the Salvation 
Army, under the guidance of 
Mary Gail Ranaldi of Reading 
and Bob Wong of Burlington, 
stepped up its collections ef- 
forts at the Burlington Mall at 


it worked to the tune of some 
$40,000. 

This year, the bar has been 
raised and the goal for the Bur- 
lington Mall location is now at 
$60,000, Ranaldi said. 

Thanks to the help of some 
groups and many individuals, 
numerous time slots have been 
filled for this holiday season at 
the Mall, but many more 


remain.

There are both paid (for 
those 14 years and older with 
work papers) and unpaid op- 
portunities available (groups 
offering 100 hours of bell ring-

Ranaldi said there is cur- 
rently more than 1,000 hours of 
bell ri time to fill between 
now Dec, 24. 

Last year, some 45 to 50
